After finishing his

red-hot stove In the church room sug­ 
gested itself as the best method of 
disposing of the body.

Questions Involved. 


Washington, Jan. 12.—After a long 
period of hard, patient work, that on 
some features of which ran into years, 
Secretary of State Root and Ambas­ 
sador James Bryce of Great Britain 
signed a treaty for the settlement of 
international differences between the 
United States and Canada. 
The sig 
natures were attached to the instru­ 
ment at the home of Secretary Hoot. 
This is the agreement which lias 
been 
popularly 
alluded 
to as the 
“waterways treaty,” but its scope is 
broader than that designation Implies, 
as it contemplates a disposition of 
everything in the nature of differences 
between the two countries, and ma­ 
chinery for questions that may aris<* 
along certain lines in the future. Pro­ 
vision is made for a joint high com­ 
mission to be made permanent in 
character. 
Dependent upon the Anal ratifica­ 
tion of the treaty by the United States 
and Great Britain rests the settle­ 
ment of numerous complex questions 
connected with the water boundaries 
along the northern border, which have 
been the source of more or less an­ 
noyance at different times. 
Included 
in these are the regulations of the 
use of the waters of the Great Lakes, 
with the secondary but none the less 
important question of the diversion 
of the waters of these boundaries, in­ 
cluding Niagara falls, which involve 
that of the amount of water to be 
taken out for power purposes, the 
navigation of the St. Johns liver be­ 
tween 
Maine and New 
Brunswick, 
and the use of the Milk river in the 
Northwest. 
To some extent the operations of 
the treaty will supercede the work of 
the international waterways commis­ 
sion, made up of representatives of 
the United States and Canada, whose 
duty includes, among other things, 
the 
ascertainment 
and re-establish- 
ment of tim location of that portion 
of the international boundary between 
the United States and Canada pass­ 
ing through the Great Lakes system. 
That feature of its work, however, 
will be continued by the waterways 
commission until it is completed— 
its other portion gradually being ob 
sorbed by the joint high commission 
to be appointed in accordance with 
the treaty just signed.

Pittsburg, Jan. 12.—J. B. F. Bino 
hart, vice president and former cash­ 
ier of the closed Farm ers’ and Oro 
ers’ National bank of Waynesburg, 
on trial in (ho United States district 
court here charged with peculations 
which resulted in wrecking tho in­ 
stitution two years ago, broke down 
and cried bitterly while Ins attorney 
outlined his defense.

Ray said he would show that Rine­ 
hart owned 700 shares of the capital 
stock of the bank and that he paid

months before the bank closed and 
that there was nothing dearer to the 
defendant aside from his wife and a 
little six-year-old boy than the bank. 
It was at this point that Mr. Rine­ 
hart broke down. 
Rinehart’s expert 
accountant was then put on the stand 
and the remainder of the day spent 
In examining entries in the hooks. 
Rinehart probably will go on the 
stand today.

CHINA’S GREAT REFORMER. 


deposed Grand 
Councilor 
H a s 
Been 
Called Empire's Strongest Man. 
Yuan Slit Ka!, the great viceroy of 
Chili province, who was recently dis­ 
missed from the office of grand coun­ 
cilor and commander in chief of the 
Chinese forces, was one of the most 
Influential and powerful statesmen in 
the Chinese empire. 
The reason given for his dismissal 
Is that he has rheumatism of the leg. 
The edict ordered Yuan Shi Ival to 
vacate all his offices and to return to 
his home, adding, “Thus our clemency 
toward him is manifested.” 
Yuan Sh! Iva! has been called the 
strongest man in China and was re­ 
garded as much more powerful that 
Ll Hung Chang was. 
Ile is a thor­ 
oughly practical 
man and brought 
business methods to the adm inistra­ 
tion of the empire. 
He worked assid­ 
uously for the advancement of tile 
Middle Kingdom, and his watchword 
was that China was capable of ac­ 
complishing just as much as had Ja­ 
pan. 
He inspired a national patriot­ 
ism which is today doing much to 
sweep away middle age superstition 
and rebuild the empire. 
He has been 
a member of the grand council since 
1907, and In that year he relinquished 
the post of viceroy of Chili, but it 
was In this office that he gained the 
greatest renown. 
Yuan Shi Iva! organized an army in 
China that astonished foreign military 
critics. 
He succeeded in obliterating 
all the popular and caste objections to 
military service, so that the sons of 
the nobility today are proud to appear 
in uniform. 
He substituted modern 
text books for ancient (‘lassies, he com­ 
pelled the abolition of torture and 
transformed Pekin from the filthiest 
city in Hie world into a metropolis well 
paved aud cleanly kept, that compares 
favorably with many cities of Europe 
and America. 
It is an uncontested fact that Yuan 
Shi Kal encouraged and represented 
the most progressive ideas in the cen­ 
tral government. He was director gen 
eral of trade and international relations 
in Korea aud judicial commissioner of 
Chili in 1897. In 1898 he was appoint­ 
ed to the vice presidency of a board 
with control of an army corps and in 
1899 to the vice presidency of the board 
of works. 
In the same year he was 
made acting governor general of Chili. 
In December of 1901 he was appoint- 
| ed junior guarding of the heir appar 
i ent, in 1902 consulting minister to the 
j council of government and in 1903 pros- 
, blent of the army reorganization coun-

HAS ORDERED AN ASSESSMENT 


MAINTENANCE BUDGET 


An Assessment of 100 Per Cent 


has Been Ordered on the 


Capital Stock of Bank 


A. E. Schaefer, public examiner, left 
for his home In St. Paul this morning 
after attending a meeting of the ofTi 
cers and interested stockholders of the 


Security State Bank, which closed its 
doors on Thursday last. 
Before leav- j 


ing Mr. S ch aefer made a statem ent to 
the BrmnSRD D i s p a t c h , for publica­ 
tion, as to the causes of the failure and 
the condition of the bank. 
He stated 
that the officer» of the bank were simp­ 
ly the victims of a rascal. 
In company 
with many older bankers they were 
victims of the swindling operations of 
Andy Jones, the absconding cashier of 
the First National Bank of Rugby, N. 
D., 
the failure of which caused the 
closing of the Brainerd bank. 
I he offi­ 
cers of the bank, Mr. Schaefer stated, 
were of course anxious to get their 
capital stock to earning and when what 
appeared to be good securities guaran­ 
teed by officers of a National bank, 
were offered them, bearing 10 per cent 
interest they purchased them, fully b' * 
lieving them to be all right. 
Their 
first inkling to the contrary came with 
the failure of the Rugby bank. 
Know­ 
ing that this failure endangered their 
securities Mr. Guerin at once close the 
bank. 
Mr. Schaefer on Monday afternoon 
held a meeting at which the majority 
of the stock of the bank w as represent 
ed and levied an assessment of 100 per 
cent, or $25,<>00. 
This he said he had 
assurance would be paid in full. 
He 
had received assurance that George 
Storck, the father of the cashier, and a 
wealthy 
stock raiser of 
Earlham, 
Iowa, had expressed his willingness to 
pay the assessments upon any stock 
which the owners do not pay the as­ 
sessment upon. 
The stockholders, un 
der the law, have 70 days in which to 
pay the assessments. 
If they are not 
paid then the stock is sold to pay the 
assessment. 
Mr. Schaefer stated that there was 
no evidence of dishonesty or crooked­ 
ness and that the books were perfectly 
straight. 
But .for this 
unfortunate 
investment in the securities of the Da­ 
kota bank the Brainerd institution would 
have been in first class shape. 
He 
stated that he believed that the as­ 
sessment would be paid in full, and as 
soon as it was he would authorize the 
bank to re-open its doors and continue 
business. He further stated that he had 
charged every dollar of the Rugby se­ 
curities off as worthless, though there 
might he some good paper among it. 
If there was any value, of course the 
stockholders would get the benefit of 
it. 
There was none he said of the pa­ 
per signed bv Jones, the absconding 
Dakota banker, in the lot bought by 
the Security State Bank, 
but that it 
was all covered by his blanket endorse­ 
ment. 
Mr. Scaefer asked T he D i s p a t c h t o 
urge the people of Brainerd to ha e 
confidence in the hank and its officials. 
The latter he said, might have been 
somewhat indiscreet, but that they had 
been square and deserved the confidence 
of the people as they certainly would 
not make the same mistake again, and 
would be deserving of continued patron
